The ticket printed above is a copy of the official ticket to be voted in this city today. The party lists of nominees are printed in the same order. The names of the candidates 
are also printed in the order given here. In order to express his choice for the whole Republican ticket the voter has only to inscribe a cross with a pen or pencil in the circle to the left of 
the “‘Rzepusiican” heading. Such a mark, however, will indicate no choice as to the bond proposition printed at the bottom of the ticket. If a voter desires to vote in favor of the bend 
proposition he will make a cross to the right of the Tes. 

In the case of split tickets the voter may or may not make across in the circle. It is better not to make the cross in the circle, but to mark a cross in the square to the left of the 
name of each candidate who 1s the choice of the voter, taking care not to mark more candidates for any office than there are persons to be elected to such office. Thus, only one name for 
County Superintendent of Schools should be marked, two or three names for Drainage Trustees, and ten names for County Commissioners. It should be understood that if the marks are 
properly placed in the squares to the left of the candidates’ names it does not matter whether or not a mark is made in theircle. In the case of the Superior Court Judge to succeed Judge 
Altgeld, there being but one place to fill, if a mark is put in the circle before the word Rerustican ' and a mark i put on the bquare before the name of Henry McKey on the Labor 
ticket, then the voter has properly expressed his choice for all the candidates on the Republican list except Jonas Hutchinson, for whom he substitutes Henry McKey. But the safe course is 
to put the mark in tne square before the candidate of the voter’s choice, taking care not to vote for more thau ten | 
if only two candidates are marked, it will count 13¢ votes foreach.

A Matter for the Judges. 

No action was taken on Chairman Bad- 
enoch’s letter complaining about the encroach- 
ment of the Democratic primaries on the reg- 
ular polling-places. The Commissioners held 
that this was a matter for the judges to act on, 
as the law is plain in the matter. That pro- 
vision is as follows, and it will be the duty of 
the judges to enforce it: , 

No person whatever shall do any electioneering 
or soliciting of votes on election day within any 
polling-place or Within 100 feet of any polling- 
place; no person shall interrupt, hinder, or op- 
pose any voter while approaching the polling- 
place for the nurpose of voting. Whoever shall 
violate the provisions of this section shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than $25 nor more than 
$100 for each and every offense; and it shall be the 
duty of the judges of election to enforce the pro- 
visions of this section. 


The judges are authorized to use the police 


vision, for an unrepealed section of the old 
law provides that: 

It shall be the duty of all officers of the law 
present to obey the order of such judges of elec- 
tion, end an officer making an arrest by direction 
of any judge shall be protected in making such 
arrest che same as if a warrant had been issued 
to him to make such arrest. 

Republican judges of election should note 

those provisions, and the patrolmen on duty 
at the various precincts would do. well to 
giance over the following:

Also read to your men special 
order No. 79, issued by me May 29 last, regarding 
the duties of police at elections, and see that the 
provisions thereof are fully complied with at the 
elecuon on Tuesday next.

R. W. McClaughry, Esq,, Chief of Police—Dear 
Sir: Referring to your communication of the 
Ast ult., inquiring as to what are the duties of 
the police in regard to enforcing certain pro- 
visions of the election law I would say that Sec. 
28 of an act approved June 22, 1891, provides: 

Sec. 28. No person whatever shall do any elec- 
tioneering or soliciting of votes election day 
within any polling-place or within 100 feet of one 
polling-place; no person shall interrupt, hinder, 
or oppose any voter while approaching the poll- 
ing-place for the purpose of voting. Whoever 
shall violate the provisions of this section shall 
be punished by a fine of not less than $25 nor more 
than $100 for each and every offense; and it shall 
be the duty of the judges of election to enforce 
the provisions of this section. 

Also that Sec. 9 of Art. 4 of the act approved 

29, 1885, provides as follows: 

Sec. 9. Said judges of election shall have au- 
thority to keep the peace and to cause any person 
to be arrested for any breach of the peace, or for 
any breach of the election laws, or any interfer- 
ence with the progress of such election or of the 
canvass of the ballots; and it shall be the duty of 
all officers of the law present to obey the order of 
such judges of election, and an officer making an 
arrest by the direction of any judge shall be pro- 
tected in making such arrest the same as if a 
warrant had been issue@ to him to make such 
arrest. 

I think the proper construction of these two 
sections would determine that the duty of enfor- 
cing the provisions of the Election law rests pri- 
marily upon the judges of election. I think fur- 
ther that the police should be in strict subordina- 
tion to the adthority and orders of such election 
judges during the time that the election is actual- 
ly being held. I think the police should be very 
careful not in any way to interfere with acts 
which they suppose to be violation of the law, ex- 
cept upon the direction and under the supervision 
of the judges of election. The judges of election 
are strictly accountable to the Board of Election 
Commissioners for the enforcement of the law, 
and the duty of enforcing the law rests upon the 
police, but only under the supervision and control 
of the judges of election.

GELDER SAYS HE WILL NOT PAY IT. 


Hard Work to Collect a Democratic Print- 
ing Bill.

The prosecution objected to the continuance 
on the ground that the case had already been 
continued five times. The continuance was 
granted, however, till Nov. 5.

TO REDEEM THE EIGHTEENTH, 


Republican Enthusiasm Fills Bricklayers’ 
Hall—A Vigorous Battle Cry. 

The battle cry at the meeting last night in 
Bricklayers’ Hall, Monroe and Peoria streets, 
of the Eighteenth Ward Reptblicans and 
friends from the adjoining wards was: Re- 
deem the Eighteenth from Democracy!“ 
There were 500 voters present. M. R. Harris 
presided and M. R. Mandelbaum was Secre- 
tary. 

George W. Spofford, Republican candidate 
for County Commissioner, fired this shot at 
Democracy atthe beginning of his speech: 

„The Democrats, since 1872, have stolen 
more from Cook County than Tammany Hall 
has from New York during the same period!“ 
In support of this Mr. Spofford reviewod the | 
moneys expended by the Commissioners, year 
by year, from 1872 up to 1889, showing that 
Democratic stealing gradually increased until 
1877, when for that year it cost $528,000 
to care for the various institutions and cher- 
ities managed by the Commissioners. Them 
Republicans cut the figures in 1878 and 1879. 
A year later a solid Republican board cut still 
lower to $314,000. In 1883 the reform board 
was turned out and it cost $486,000 to run the 
institutions. Ihe cost increased steadily until 
1886, when the climax of fraud was reached 
in running up the cost to $971,000. Ihen one- 
half the board was arrested and by 1889 the 
cost had been cut to $517,000. The Repub- 
licans cut the rate of tax from 75 cents on the 
$1,000 to 55 cents, and left $400,000 in the board’s 
hands when they went out. During the 
eighteen years reviewed $20,000,000 was col- 
lected by the Commissioners and 25 per cent 
of it was stolen by Democrats. To put the 
matter home to the small taxpayer Mr.

SERIOUS (CRISIS IN THE HISTURY OF 
THE STATE.

Another Mob of Miners Attacks the Oliver 
Springs Branch Prison, Releases the 155 
Convicts Confined There, and Leaves 
the Balldings and Stockades a Mass of 
Blazing Kuins—Rewards Offered by the 
Governor for the Capture of the Con- 
iets and the Mob Leaders, 

Nasuvitzs, Tenn., Nov. 2.—[Special. ]}—The 
State of Tennessee is today confronted by the 
most serious situation of any in many years. 
East Tennessee miners, aided by miners from 
Kentucky, not only have released the 305 con- 
victs at the Briceville and Coal Creek branch 
prisons and burned the stockade at the for- 
mer place, but increased the gravity of the 
offense today by setting free the 155 convicts 
at the Oliver Springs branch prison and lay- 
ing the stockades hospital and other buildings 
in Not content with this defiance of 
the law they talk of i attacking 
the branch prisons at Tracy City 
and Inman and setting free the 422 convicts 
at the former and the 260 at the latter place. 
So far 461 criminals have suddenly been 
freed, given citizens’ clothing, and aidéd to 
make their escape, most of them into Ken- 
tucky. 

Concerning the rumors of a contemplated 
attack upon the Tracy City and Inman pris- 
on the information received by Mr. E. B. 
Wade, Superintendent of Prisons, who is 
now at Knoxville, was such as to cause him 
to telegraph the State Board of Prison 
Inspectors today and ask for authority to 
employ extra guards at these places. 
The board met and. promptly granted the de- 
sired authority, and the forces at Tracy City 
and Inman will at once be increased. It may 
be that the miners, having carried out the 
threat made after the first trouble at Brice- 
ville by freeing the convicts at Briceville, 
Coal Creek, and Oliver Springs, may also visit 
Tracy City and Inman, which were also in- 
cluded in the threat, The State authorities 
have been warned by the experience at Brice- 
ville, Coal Creek, and Oliver Springs, and itis 
presumed they will make every effort to pre- 
vent a repetition of the disgraceful scenes that 
have occurred within the last few days. 

Rewards for the Escaped Convicts, 

Gov. Buchanan has offered a reward of $25 
for the capture of each of the convicts that 
have escaped and $5,000 for the arrest and 
conviction of the leaders in the releasing of 
the convicts and the destruction of property. 
It is supposed that in addition to the Tennes- 
see detectives who will endeavor to effect the 
capture of the leaders in the insurrection the 
large offer will induce some of the most skill- 
ful officers in other States to engage in the 
dangerous work. That it will be attended 
with danger there can be no doubt, as the 
leaders are backed by t sof miners 
and sympathizers. Besides the reward offered 
for the leaders there is also one of $250 each 
for the apprehension and conviction of men 
participating in the recent riots. 

The fact that the work of arresting these 
men willbe exceeding y hazardous is shown by 
nows received from Campbell County today. 
It is said that a Deputy Sheriff in that county 
who took two escaped convicts into custody 
was overtaken by a number of men, supposed 
to be miners from Newcomb, who released the 
convicts and took away the Deputy Sheriff, 
since which time nothing has been seen or 
heard of him, and the supposition is that he 
met with foul play. 

The mines at Oliver Spri have been 
operated by the Cumberland Coal company, 
aaah, fearihg trouble, placed extra guards on 
duty, but as was the case at Briceville and 
Coal Creek but little or ho resistance appears 
to have been. made when 200 armed and 
mounted men rode up to the stockade at 1 
o’clock this morning and demanded that the 
prisoners be turned over to them. The night 
was dark, and for a time there was great con- 
fusion at the stockade, men hurrying hither 
and thither. 

Turned the Couviets Loose. 

Upon getting possession of the stockade the 
mob quickly released all of the convicts, and 
after providing nearly all of the prisoners 
with citizens’ clothing erdered them to leav 
at once. order was ebeyed without hesi- 
tation, the convicts fleeing m every direction. 
The mob then set fire to buildings and in 
a few moments dense volumes of smoke 
curled up and made the heavens blacker. 
Then came the flames and s ily the coun- 
try for miles around was lighted up by the 
burning pile. The mob, gloatmg over their 
night’s work, yelled and fired their guns and

Iron, and Railroad company, the lessees 
of the convicts, said in regard to the best 
mode of settling the trouble, that he did not 
see what the Governor could do but use his 
utmost endeavors to recapture the convicts 
and * justice the participants in the 
riots. State Board of Prison Inspectors 
today received a dispatch stating that a large 
majority of the convicts had escaped into 
Kentucky, but that eight had been arrested 
and started to Nashville. 


WILL NOT CALL OUT THE TROOPS. 


Gov. Buchanan Does Not Think the Occa- 
sion Demands Such Action. 

Cuattranooaa, Tenn., Nov. 2.—[Special.]— 
Gov. Buchanan spent a good portion of today 
in Chattanooga. When asked if he had heard 
of the release of the convicts at Oliver Springs 
he replied : 

“Yes, I received a telegram notifying 
me of the reported break. I shall issue 
an additional proclamation offering a reward 
for the capture of the leaders of this new mob. 
I have done all that I can do in this matter 
already in offering a reward for the capture of 
the leaders of the mob and for the jailbirds 
themselves. I had received no call for State 
protection from either the lessees of the con- 
victs or from the authorities of Anderson 
County. I will not call out the militia; there 
is no use of it, and, besides, I have had no de- 
mand for troops. 

Jasper, Tenn., Nov. 2.—[Special.}]—Mrs. 
Davis, wife of one of the convict guards at 
Inman, where is located one of the largest 
convict camps in the State, committed suicide 
this morning. She blew her brains out with 
a shotgun. She left a note to her husband say- 
ing that she had rather be dead than to be liv- 
ing with him.

ST. LOUIS I8 INTERESTED IN LINDBLOM. 


The Merchants’ Exchange in That City 
Being Served by the Chicago Man. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Nov. 2.—[Special. ]|—Robert 
Lindblom & Co. of Chicago, whose propo- 
sition to the Board of Directors of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange to furnish market quota- 
tions to the exchange created a sensation on 
the Chicago Boatd of Trade last Saturday, 
commenced sending the full quotations today, 
although the St. Louis Exchange has as yet 
taken no action on their proposition. The 
quotations are sent over the public wire on to 
the floor of the exchange, but were addressed 
to L. B. De Witt, the firm’s St. Louis 
correspondent.

floor. President Bernheimer promulgated 
the order that messenger boys were not to run 
across the floor, and accordingly there was 
no annoyance felt under the new arrange- 
ments. Instead of the tradimg being dull in 
consequence of the removal of the private 
wires, it seemed to liven up, and more activity 
was shown than had existed for several days.

Snort a Republican feel that he must vote 
for one of the Democratic or Labor County 
Commissioners, and therefore puts an X 
against his name, he must not forget to put 
similar marks against the names of the nine 
Republicans whom he does wish to vote for.

THE SUPREME COURT AND WOMAN sur- 
FRAGE. 

8 courts are not in the habit of de- 
oidiug any more than they can help, and that 
of Illinois is not an exception to the rule. In 
what it said Saturday on the question of the 
right of the women to be registered and vote 
for school officers it limited itself to the bare 


that she was being hindered in the exercise of 
her right to vote for the Superintendent of 
Schools in this county at today’s election, 
which right she alleged was conferred on her 
by the law passed at the last session of the 
Legislature. Judge Magruder, speaking for 
the court, told her that the conclusion of the 
Judges was that the law giving women the 
right to vote “‘ was unconstitutional so far as 
it has reference to the office of County Super- 
intendent of Schools.” 

‘This leaves the question open whether the 
Legislature can give to women the right to 
vote for school directors and other school offi- 
cers who are not mentioned in the Constitu- 
tion, while the County Superintendent is. It 
also leaves the question undecided whether 
the wording of the present law is so clumsy 
and imperfect that it cannot be construed: as 
allowing women to vote for any school office. 
It is unfortunate that the Supreme Court, hav- 
ing so good an opportunity, did not feel con- 
strained to say whether the present law is 
good for anything or not and also whether the 
Legislature can confer any voting privileges 
on women.

eign trade under the reciprocity policy of Mr. 
Blaine, and a list of the principal countries 
with which arrangements have yet to be 
made. It appears probable that the British 
West Indies are next to be treated with, as 
delegates from Barbadoes and Trinidad are 
expected soon to arrive in Washington to con- 
fer with the State Department and the Brit- 
ish Mmister. This action is rendered neces- 
sary to them by the recent conventions in re- 
gard to Cuba, Puerto Rico, and San Domingo. 
Barbadoes produces sugar and Trinidad both 
sugar and coffee, while the aggregate trade of 
the two is a little more than half the 861.702, 
111 of all the British West Indies. 

The other most important countries remain- 
ing to be treated with are the Argentine, 
Venezuela, Mexico, Peru, Bolivia, Colombia, 
Chile, and Uruguay. The Argentine folks are 
poor at present,and their exports to this 
country in 1889 were only $8,441,202 in hides 
and skins out of a total export of these of 
more.than 20 millions. Hence it may not be 
thought worth while to impose dutzes on 
hides from that country and Uruguay if no 
reciprocity treaty is under way before the 
close of this year. Negotiations with Mexico 
are in progress, and a special delegate from 
that country is expected to come here early in 
the winter. Treaties will probably be made 
with Venezuela and Colombia upon? the 
ground of their large exports of coffee to the 
United States, and some New York citizens 
are trying to arrange terms with Peru, though 
our trade with that country is not important 
in amount. 

The progress is as great as could be ex- 
pected with the limited power at the command 
of the Presideut to persuade the people of 
other countries to come in. With a larger 
measure of permissible retaliation the govern- 
ment could have done far more. The penalty 
duty on sugar ought to have been fixed at the 
tax remitted, $40 per ton instead of $20, that 
on coffee at 5 cents per pound instead of 3, 
and on hides at 8 cents instead of 1g per 
pound. The adwinistration would then have 
had a powerful lever in dealing with several 
countries which are not specially open to 
arguments about sugar. Then there ought to 
have been an alternative peualty duty on trop- 
ical fruits, especially bananas and pineapples, 
of which we receive vast quantities from the 
British Islands in the Gulf of Mexico and scme 
of the more northerly countries of South 
America. We received in the year ending in 
1890 from the British West Indies $1,800,000 
worth of bananas, most of which came from 
Jamaica; about one-third as many from Hon- 
duras, and $1,250,000 worth from Cuba. If the 
alternative duties had been increased and ex- 
tended to other articles, as Mr. Blaine de- 
sired, the statesmen in the West Indies and the 
Spanish seas would have been less slow in 
their responses, and all of them would be in 
line at the beginning of ‘next year, when the 
penalty duties go into effect. As it is the ne- 
gotiations for trade with the British West In- 
dies are likely to be protracted much beyond 
that tame, as they must be conducted with the 
home government, and those with other caun- 
tries may drag for lack of the efficient spur 
that would have been provided by the higher 
duties above noted. 

But for the chumps who arrayed themselves 
against the reciprocity policy; and only con- 
sented to half-way measures in a half-hearted 
spirit, we should by this time have accom- 
plished all that Blaine hoped for. Two cents 
@ pound on sugar instead of one would have 
given us 100 per cent stronger pull with Hayti, 
British West Indies, and Germany and pro- 
vided us with a solid argument in the case of 
any other country in Europe, such as France, 
Austria, or Hungary, which might in the fut- 
ure wish to export to us beet sugar. The im- 
position of a penalty duty on tropical fruits 
would have been an unanswerable appeal to 
the West Indies and the‘ countries of South 
America, as they could not have afforded to 
stand off and see their produce rotting for 
want of the market found in the United States, 
Perhaps some of those Congressional chumps 
will presently be wise enough to see where 
they blundered and be willing to rally to the 
support of a policy that only needs legal 
authorization to give us at once the commer- 
cial control of the situation, while an immense 
deepening of our political strength among the 
nations of the world would be its legiti- 
mate sequel. 5 


STRENGTHEN THE COAST DEFENSES OF 
THE NATION. 

The Chilean complication has served at 
least one useful purpose in calling attention 
to the incomplete condition of our seacoast 
defenses. This is specially true of the sug- 
gestion that Chile in case of war might bom- 
bard San Francisco, It has set the army and 
navy officials to thinking, and the more they 
think about it the more they are concerned 
over the weak and defenseless condition of 
that city. It is stated that with the exception 
of a few mortars now in the Hast the War De- 
partment can do nothing towards protecting 
it for a yearto come, and until the Monadnock 
and coast defense vessel Monterey are com- 
pleted there is nothing. the navy can do. 
Thus,“ it is stated by one in authority, the 
great City of San Francisco is practically at 
the mercy of the Chilean navy even in its 
present crippled condition. The army is handi- 
capped for the reason that it would be im- 
practicable to transport the heavy guns now 


_ building in the East across the continent, and 


there are no plants on the Pacific coast for 
building them.“ 

This is not a very pleasant prospect. If these 
statements are correct the west coast of the 
country is practically defenseless. 
no big guns, no way to get them there if there 
were any, and no plant on the Pagific coast 
where they van be built. Congress will meet 
a month from now. Is there anything more 
imperatively demanding its attention than this 
condition of our coast defenses? The first 
business which should engage its act:on is to 
find outif it is true that big guns cannot be 
carried there owing to the inability of railroad 
bridges to bear the strain and why it is if 
bridges will bear the strain, of trains loaded 
with twenty-five tons or more of produce they 
will not stand the weight of a twenty-five ton 
gun. In any event it is the duty of Congress 
to send the best we have and put the west 
coast in a defensible condition. 

On fhe Atlantic coast there are only two 
harbors that need immediate attention as to 
their defenses, and these are New York and 
Boston. Such points as Washington, Balti- 


3 by dynamite torpedoes. 
The Cities of New York and Boston, however, 
are exposed to destruction by the shells of an 
enemy’s fleet. In the harbor of the former 
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be umperative for it to attend to the defenses 
of the west coast. It must provide the biggest 
guns that can be sent there. Tho vessels now 
building there must be vigorously pushed and 
others must be seat there se that no alarmist 
can startle the country again wit h the cry that 
Chile may destroy Francisco. That city 
must be protected. The defenses must be 
strengthened and our fleet in Pacific waters 


fleet in that locality all the time, for there are 
10,000 miles of shore line from Cape Horn to 
Bering Straits to defend, and irrespective of 
this new Chilean complication there may be 
trouble with China, or with the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands, or with Great Britain in the fur seal 
fishery business at any time. It is necessary 
that there should be a big fleet in the Pacific 
all the time, for no one knows what a day 
may bring forth. This is the work then that 
should first engage the attention of the new 
Congress, and the country will expect. it to 
give it precedence over all other matters. It 
must not be said again that San Francisco or 
any other Amerionn port tig ot the mercy of 
a foreign fleet. 


CONSTITUTIONALITY or RECIPROCITY. 

The validity of the McKinley law is at pres- 
sent before the Supreme Court for argument. 
One of the points made by the importers is 
that the reciprocity clause is unconstitutional, 
and that the entire law is vitiated thereby. 
The point made by their counsel, which is 
backed up eagerly by the Democratic papers, 


is that the reciprocity provision is an unlaw- 


ful delegation of legislative power to the 
President—that it is giving him authority to 
decide after a specified time whether certain 
named articles imported from a certain class 
of countries shall continue to be duty-free as 
at present, or shalł pay certain specified duties. 
It is evident that whatever legislative power 
is granted is hedged around very closely. 

In passing on matters of this kind supreme 
courts are exceedingly conservative and are 
governed to a great extent by usage. If they 
find that it has been the custom to make such 
“delegations of legislative power they will 
decline to go into the possible merits of the 
point raised by the impbrters. Such has been 
the custom. The records of the State Depart- 
ment will show a proclamation made by Pres- 
ident Cleveland early in 1885 that evidence 
having been submitted, which appeared satis- 
factory to him, that Spain had abolished cer- 
tain discriminating duties, the discriminating 
customs duties imposed by the United States 
on imports from Cuba and Puerto Rico should 
be taken off. Thus a Democratic President, 
acting under the authority of Congress, took 
action which lowered the duties which had 
been collected on Cuban sugar, etc. By an- 
other proclamation made by President Cleve- 
land in 1886 it was declared that he had be- 
come satisfied that the objectionable Spanish 
differential duties had not been completely 
suppressed—that he had been mistaken in his 
previous belief—and that therefore the sus- 
pension of the retaliatory discriminating du- 
ties of the United States was revoked and 
those duties restored, And thereby the duties 
on Cuban and Puerto Rican products were in- 
creased. 

Such delegations of power are on a small 
scale. But by the Non-Intercourse act passed 
shortly before the War of 1812, the President 
was given a broad measure of discretionary 
power concerning its suspension in whole or 
part. That law gave him almost unbounded 
power over the entire commerce of the coun- 
try. Yet its constitumonality was never seri- 
ously challenged, although President Madison 
made a poor use of the law. ; 

In the face of these and other precedents 
the Supreme Court will decline to consider 
the matter, and those Democrats who dread 
reciprocity and hope that the Supreme Court 
will remove it from the field of politics and 
the next Presidential campaign will be wofully 
disappointed. 


WHAT IT SAID OF COOLEY. 

The Herald (Dem.) said at the opening of 
the local campaign that Lieb, Brandt, and 
Fleming (candidates for election as County 
Commissioners on the Democratic ticket) are 
generally recognized as about the rottenest 
and most inefficient members of the existing 
rotten and inefficient board.

The county has been disgraced sufficiently by 
the monkey and parrot sessions of the present 
board, by its low quarrels and its billingsgate.

show a falling off in some articles of export, 
but they exhibit several very important gains 
as compared with the same month last year. 
Among them may be noted the following: 
Copper ingots and bars, 10,470,706 pounds ex- 
ported, against 197,677, being a gain of $1.313,- 
855 in value; locomotive engines exported, 
value $424,502, against $68,711; miscellaneous 
machinery, $844,909, against $748,758; exports 
of wire increased 70 per cent, and those of 
steel plates and ingots largely; in cotton 
manufactures the increase was 25 per cent, 
and the uncolored cloth exported amounted to 
11,009,300 yards, against 6,523,124 a year pre- 
viously; boots and shoes increased a third, 
and the exports of sole leather were 4,317,377 
pounds, against 2,585,700, being a gain of 
$239,220 in value. In flaxseed 184, 208 bushels 
were exported, against none in August last 
year, being a gain of $210,812 in value. The 
exports of canned salmon were3,019,997 pounds 
against 1,924,053; canned fruits $162,528, 
against $61,719; and twine $152,161, against 
$59,089 the previous year. The items of ex- 
ported articles which have increased in value 
amounted to $5,741,261, against $2,373,426 for 
the same month last year, while the specified 
items which decreased amounted to $6,549,697, 
agaynst $8,893,069 for last year, thus giving a 
net increase for the month of $1,024,000.

Tag possibility of war with Chile illustrates 
the necessity of pushing forward the cutting 
of the Nicaragua ship canal and completing 
that great work within the shortest possible 
period. To this end thenew Congress, as 
soon as it meets, should pass the Sherman 
bill or one similar to it, guaranteeing a 
hundred millions of the company’s bonds and 
placing the stock under the control of the 
General Government. Three or four per cent 
bonds with such a guaranty would sell at par, 
and then with the means at hand work could 
be commenced at half a dozen different points 
simultaneously and much time be saved. It 
could be finished for cash, which would enable 
the company to pay interest by imposing 
moderate tolls. The last Congress ought to 
have attended to this imperative business. As 
it failed in its duty the new Congress should 
expedite the work to make compensation for 
time that has been lost. 


An active bear raid on the New York stock 
market resulted in lower prices yesterday. At 
the Chicago Stock Exchange trading under 
the new plan for the account was begun, 
and the result was the most active day’s busi- 
ness in many weeks. Prices advanced ma- 
terially. Sterling rates were unchanged. New 
York exchange was at par. The Ist of No- 
vember demand for money at the local banks 
disappointed the bankers.—The Chicago prod- 
uce markets were quite active, and were irreg- 
ular and unsettled. Wheat was weak and 
lower in the face of considerable strong news. 
Corn improved on the reported Russian prohi- 
bition of all cereal exports except wheat. As 
compared with the latest prices of Saturday De- 
cember wheat closed % cents lower, Novem- 
ber corn % cents higher, May oats N cents 
higher, cash rye , cent higher, barley easy, 
flax steady, December pork 5 cents higher, 
January lard 74¢ cents higher, and ribs 2 
cents higher. 


TuHeEre are unrefiecting American army offi- 
cers who favor using the army for an attack 
upon Chile and who argue that it is entirely 
feasible to send 100,000 soldiers in transports 
from San Francisco to the Chilean territory 
within ninety days, Such an army could be 
raised and sent forward within six months, 
perhaps, but the country does not need it. 
The United States does not want to conquer 
or hold Chile as a colony. It simply wants 
to make it apologize and pay an indemnity, 
and the navy is sufficient for exactingit. All 
that it is necessary for our war-vessels to do is 
to capture her ships and to shell the towns 
within range along the coast, and this will 
bring the Chileans to terms. All that is 
necessary to settle this Chilean affair is to 
promptly dispatch our war-vessels and hurry 
them forward and to provide more coaling 
stations so that they may not be delayed by 
insufficient stock of fuel. 


Tun stocks of grain in Chicago elevators 
last Saturday evening were 56,076,924 bushels 
of wheat, 1,212,001 bushels of corn, 737,576 
bushels of oats, 390,841 bushels of rye, and 
233,834 bushels of barley. Total, 7,651,176 
bushels of all kinds of grain, against 8,103,317 
bushels a year ago. For the same date the 
Secretary of the Chicago Board of Trade 
states the visible supply of grain in the United 
States and Canada as 36,232,116 bushels of

bushels of oats, 2,519,128 bushels of rye, and 
8,175,558 bushels of barley. These figures are 
larger than the corresponding: ones a week 
ago by 1,588,688 in wheat and 140,063 in 
corn. The visible supply of wheat for the 
corresponding week a year ago increased 
1,520,240 bushels.

Why Evans Committed Suicide. — 


This prompt action alone prevented a panic 
here today. In connection with the suicide 
of Irving A. Evans and ita relations to the 
affairs of the Maverick Bank, his friends de- 
ciare that he offered up his life as a tribute 
to friendship; that he was worth $800,000 
one year ago and gave all that and 
more to save his friends; that he kited checks 
between New York and Boston; had enormous 
arbitrage transactions in both exchanges to 
make clearings between the two cities and 
assist the Maverick National Bank to meet 
one draft with another; that when the 
strain could no longer be borne, he overdrew 
his account at the bank to make his own clients 
individually square; destroyed all evidences 
implicating any other parties, and, declining to 
return to the city to effect a settlement upon 
his own account at the bank, put himself 
out of this world to save Mr. Potter and 
the bank.

Controller Lacey Is Exonerated from Any 
Blame in the Matter, 
Wasutneton, D. C., Nov. 2.—[Special. }—No 
attempt is made in Treasury circles to deny 
that the failure of the Maverick National Bank 
is looked upon as a bad smash. The 
effort to hold the Controller of the 
Currency responsible for failing to close 
it sooner was said, however, to be 
grossly unfair.

DOES NOT AFFECT CHICAGO, 


Local Banks Had Withdrawn Their Ac- 
counts from the Maverick. 

The failure of the Maverick National Bank is 
of little direct importance to Chicago. Only 
one Chicago bank was found that had any 
deposit there at the time of the failure. 

„We were correspondents of the Maverick 
National Bank,” said Cashier Dewar of the 
American Exchange National Bask. “I read 
several days ago in Tur Tsun an intima- 
tion that the affairs of the bank were not in 
satisfactory shape, and on that information 
we drew down our account to a few thousand 
dollars. The amount we had with them at the 
time the doors were closed was small.“ 

“We kept an account with the Maverick,” 
said Cashier Hammond of the National Bank 
of Illinois, but were furtunate enough to re- 
ceive this morning for collection a package of 
checks on various Chicago banks amountmg 
to 000. After collecting those our balance 
with the Maverick National was more than 
wiped out and we owe them some money, 80 
we can lose nothing by the failure.“ 

The bankers’ directory gives the American 

and Savings and the Prairie State Na- 

ional Banks as correspondents of the Mav- 

erick National. The Cashier of the Prairie 

State National said yesterday that his bank 

had had no account with the Maverick for sev- 

eral years and did not have a dollar with them 
at the time of the failure.
